The reply was that it 
published no such article, during that 
week or at anv other time and entertained 
no such views. The Denver paper, there- 
'ore, was forced to produce its authority 
or confess its error it Bought the latttr 
course and last week confessed that tho 


ondon Financial News never printed 


the article. 


This is the style of campaign adopted to 


support the free silver fraud. It cannot 
be defended by truth and logic both are 
antagonistic to it and falsehood is the 
only method by which it can be kept in 
motion until it is knocked in tha head 
and killed forever in November at the 
polls. This was a falsehood made out of 
whole cloth. There was not a line of 
truth in it and it was therefore less dan- 
gerous than the series of falsehoods the 
free silveritos are putting out as the utter- 
ances of public men ns to the dropping of 
the silver dollar from coinage in 1873.

Did Not Take It All. 
Democratic campaigners in 1893 


when they were deceiving labor by appeal 
ing to prejudices and passions to array 


those who are poor against those that 
are rich, as the 
saying 
goes, 
they 


used what purported to bo 
an ex- 


tract from President Lincoln's Decem- 
ber, 
IbBI, message to congress but which 


wis only a villainous garble of words from 
the message with [other words added to 
complete sentences. Tho idea that Lincoln 
was amplifying was entirely destroyed 
and an altogether different one was made 
to appear by doctoring his words. Here 
is what the campaigner fixed up in 18SI2: 


Monarchy itself is sometimes hinted at 


as a possible refuge from the power of 
the people. In my present position I 
could scarcely be justified ware I to omit 
raising a warning voice against this ap- 
proach of returning despotism. There is 
one point to which I ask a brief attention. 
It is the effort to place cnpitol on an 
equal footing with, if not nbmo labor, in 
tho strut ture of government. Let labor 
beware of surrendering a political power 
which they already possess, and which, if 
surrendered, will surely br used to close 
tho door of advancement against such as 
they and to fix new disabilities and bur- 
dens upon them, till all of liberty shall 
bo lost. 


This as before stated was only a garble 


of words from the message of Lincoln and 
do-s him, the friend o£ mankind, great 
injustice. 
This fraud was also imposed 


upon excited labor by Eugene Debs two 
years ago in Chicago. 


In his speech in Chicago on labor day 


Mr. Bryan, a candidate for president tried 
it again, but he did not have the conrage 
to use the monstrosity created in 1892 and 
he modified it by quoting consecutive 
wordsjthereby only garbling paragraphs. 
This is how Bryan said it. 


Lincoln, in a message to congress used 


these words: 'Labor is prior to an inde- 
pendent capital. Capital is only the frnit 
of labor, and could never have existed if 
labor had not llrst existed. Labor is su- 
perior to capital and deserves much high- 
sr consideration,' and then adds: 'Let 
them beware of surrendering the polit- 
ical power they already possess, and. if 
surrendered, will surely be used to close 
the door of advanceement against sucb as 
they, and to fix new tasks and burdens 
upon them, till all liberty shall bo lost.' 


As Brjan arranges "these words" from 


n message of Lincoln to congress it con- 
veys the idea that Mr. Lincoln, was ad- 
dressing labor and •warning it against the 
encroachment of capital, which threaten- 
ed liberty. This is altogtber foreign to 
the subject Lincoln was discussing and 
of course Mr. Bryan knows bo was mis- 
representing Lincoln. But unlike the 
original forgery Bryan does not split sen- 
tences as the ghouls of 1892 and Mr. Debs 
did. He simply leaves out an important 
connection which consists of 40U words 
in which occurs1 the following: 


Again as has already been said, there is 


not of necessity any such thing as the 
free hired laborer being fixed to that con 
dition for life. Many independent men 
everywhere in those states(Norlhern;states) 
a few years back in their lives were hired 
laborers. The prudent penniless beginner 
j in the world labors foi wages lor a while, 


saves a surplus with which to buy tools 
or land for himself, then labors on his 
own account another while and at length 
hires another now beginner to help him. 
Tins is the just and generous and proper 
system, which opens the way to all, gives 
hope to all and consequent energy and 
progress, and improvement of condition 
to all. No men living are more worthy 
to be trusted than those, who toil up from 
poverty—none less inclined to take or 
touch ought whicli they have not honest- 
ly earned.' 


Ihis is the class of mun roprcMrat- 


ed in tho last part ot Bryan's quota- 
tion fnmi Lincoln, beginning with the 
words, 'Lot them boware.' 
The pro- 


nouns "them ' and "thoy" in that quota- 
tion stand for the class of men who work 
themselves tip in the way Lincoln sug- 
gests from poverty, but the manner in 
which Bryan uses it conveya an entirely 
different mcauing. As he puts it this is 
the class of men who are endangering lib- 
erty while Lincoln was tolling them in 
nil that part of his message from which 
this is taken how thoy may preserve their 
liberty us against tho olighnrchy of the 
south which with its capital was defend- 
ing slave labor as against our free labor 
with these opportunities ho mentions as 
being always before then. 


When a candidate for president gets 


down to tho small and culpable business 
of distorting tho ideas of President Lin- 
coln and seeks to poi=nn the minds of 
those who labor with falsehood it is time 
the honest people should see to it that bis 
defeat shall be overwhelming and conclu- 
sive. So such demagogue should ever bo 
permitted to occupy the presidential chair. 
Our American institutions have been, 
too dearly bought for us to take such 
chaticess as we would in placing them in 
tne hands of sucb men. 


Since writing the foregoing it appears 


from later reports that Bryan used* the 
entire garbled thing concocted in 1893.

I will tell you what this government 


can do alone. It cau Hx its money unit. 
It call declare by law what shall be the 
relathe value ot an ounce of [raid and 
an ounce of silver, but it cannot make 
that last declaration good.

Children are coming-and going every 


day. 
The ring of their laughter and 


their childish shouts of merriment roll 
down the slope to meet you. The din 
ceases only when they are all kneeling 
in the chapel and when the lights ore 
out after taps. Then, often, the wail of 
some homesick waif is in the air until 
midnight. But all this is mostly very 
beautiful to see and hear, these busy 
days, at the Christian Herald children's 
home in Hyack, Jt. Y., an institution 
the like of which is not to be, seen else- 
where. It is lor the children of the,poor 
of New York, and ten days' is the time 
given each little visitor to enjoy a coun- 
try vacation, and every day some 200 
boys and girls share the abundant hos- 
pitalities of the home. The season lasts 
from about the middle &f June to Octo- 
ber 1, so that about 2,000 New York chil- 
dren are given—absolutely given, with- 
out a penny of expense to their parents 
or guardians—a ten days' deliverance 
from the crowd, heat, squalor and vice 
of the city into the liberty, plenty and 
healthful atmosphere of the most de- 
lightful place. Few of them are under 
six or over ten years old, and each child 
undergoes examination by a medical of- 
ficer of the institution before being ad- 
mitted. Candidates ure, as a rule, in- 
troduced by clergymen representing in 
the aggregate all the denominations, 
and are taken from various places of 
rendezvous to a Hudson river steam- 
boat for transportation. Many of tiae 
urchins have never been out of the city 
before and their delight at what they 
see for the first time is unbounded. The 
glorious sail up the loveliest of rivers is 


sJze and massive woodwork suggest tie 
comfort of colonial days. This struc- 
ture near the entrance to the grounds, 
is the chapel, so called because religious 
services are held in it, and, may I yea> 
ture to say, not less sacred than it is 
also the place of assembly for entertain-' 
meats.

My fair companion and I return to 


the piazza of the main building. She 
pulls the bell and the children troop up 
to be ranged in line for their march to 
the chapel, where an entertainment is 
to be given, a daily event of the fore- 
n oon. Tbe procession of boys is headed 
by "Prencliy," whose accomplishments 
include the ability to drum with ac- 
curacy. His paper-decked hat and bare 
legs and feet don't Eeem to impair atoll 
his sense of the dignity of his office. 


Within a few minutes all are seated 


in an orderly array, the girls on one side 
of the chapel, the boy son the other. My 
informing young woman has charge of 
the proceedings. I sit on the platform 
awaiting developments. 
A tall and 


graceful caretaker, wearing a crown of 
lovely blond hair, takes her place at the 
piano. Each child Is provided with a 
sheet containing religious and patriotic 
songs, <mch as are commonly sung in 
schools nnd churches of all the denomi- 
nations: "My Country 'Tis of Thee," 
I never heard sung with greater vim. 
A tiny girl, so poorly clad but pretty as 
a picture—she is about six years old— 
i olunteers to speak a piece. She does 
it well and Is admiringly applauded. 
Then a boy, somewhat older than she, 
raises his hand in sign, of his willing-

followed by a two miles' drive, a dem- 
"tmstrative welcome, a good, hearty meal, 
fi season of play, and lest among the 
cool and wooded hills of a t>pot lovely 
for situation. 


Beyond the pretty town of some 4,000 


people, the way leads up lull for the 
greater part. Here and there houses 
peep out from their wooded elevation*,, 
their luxurious vegetation and orchards 
scarcely distinguishable, in the expanse 
bf tie sceneiy, from surrounding prime- 
val woods. 


You hear the home before you reach 


it. Two hundred children sporting un- 
der the trees without restraint make 
plenty of noise. But here at last is tht 
inscription over the gateway at the 
entrance of tbe grounds of the institu- 
tion. A sweet-faced young woman re- 
ceives in the absence of the matron, Miss 
Helen Collins, who, she explains, is ab- 
'(•nt bujing supplies, and graciously 
places her time and information at your 
disposal. Sitting on a piazza overlook- 
ing the river from Sing Sing to Tappen 
fcee jou learn, under the pleasantest 
conditions, that the borne owns TO acres 
of land, meadow, orchards and wild 
woods. This is the principal building, 
ji'ou are informed, and you inspect its 
spacious dormitories, 
w ell-furnisb.ed 


parlor, with its open piano and generous 
\ariety of books and music, its kitchen, 
store rooms and dining-room, for the ma- 
tron and her staff of care-takers, with 
gratified interest. You note that tliere 
tire 13 seats at the table for these young 
people—the principal herself is scarce- 
ly past her youth. Indeed the atmos- 
phere of the establishment is youthful, 
=o to speak, and small wonder that the 
visitor's eyes rest on the central figure 
6f groups seen here and there, where 
beauty dispenses her smiles and kind 
-words nnd fond caresses. That surely 
was a happy thought which provided 
a street organ for the delectation of the 
tlty urchins, w ho joyfully grind out its 
liberal equipment of tunes heard on 
the Bowery. Trees bear noisy burdens 
of adventurous boys. Some knuckle 
clown at marbles bought by Ore-barrel 
for their enjoyment and, on benches 
built for the purpose, girls renew, under 
these improved conditions, their ac- 
quaintance with the absorbing-game of 
jacks. Those youngsters are hurling 
quoits, and these are "ringing the 
sticks," throwing with laughable in- 
accuracy from bonds unaccustomed 
with rural sports, tb.e circles provided 
for their play. This graceful little Ital- 
ian girl brings a burden, of wild flow- 
ers for the young woman with whom 
E converse, andtheandaclous"Frenchy," 
loaded with apples, pays tribute at the 
same shrine from his store of blush- 
ing fruit collected in his wanderings. 
He displajs the grace of the embryo 
frenchman, though born on the east 
ti'de of the American metropolis. The 
spacious tent raised to a level with the 
house a short distance and directly 
overlooking the Hudson, is the chil- 
dren's dining-room. Near by floats tbe 
Mars and stripes, waving proudly in 
the sunshine. 


.Responding to the suggestion that 


more is to be seen, a short walk to the 
nnnex brings one to the girls* sleeping 
quarters, neat and comfortable, and set 
up in an oM house. Its considerable , 


i.ess to take part. He siLgs well and 
earns the handclapping which rewards 
his performance. Then m chorus the 
whole company vociferates "Columbia, 
the Gem of the Ocean," waving in the 
refrain their sheets of words, which, by 
the way, are printed in red, white and 
blue. 


The children listen with wide-eyed 


wonder to "FienohyV rendering of the 
"Marseillaise" in the original. He is 
husky, but characteristically intense, 
and carries all before him. The boy 
who stand^at'the piano as hesingsren- 
ders a sentimental song in a sweet and 
sympathetic way. A.city reotor has al- 
ready found him out, and he wears the 
cassock and cotta when at church in 
New York. The.concert ends—f don't 
know that I ever enjoyed one more— 
with a chorus, of which the flrstlineis: 
"I sailed up tlhe bonny blue Hudson;" 
nnd the concluding hurrahs are for the 
patron who brought them to "our horn** 
on the hill." "John Brown's Body" !s 
just the thing for the dismissal melody. 
When all have marched out comes 
echoes of "Frenchy's" drumming on his 
way to headquarters. 


Miss Collins is home in time to ring 


the "order" bell about noon, when the 
children wash and spruce up a bit pre- 
paratory to dinner. Tbe domestics and 
caretakers are kept busy as bees serv- 
ing this substantial meal of meat and 
vegetables, with pudding as dessert. 
Two processions, one of boys and one of 
girls, are formed, going to and leturn- 
ing from the dining tent. The drum !•* 
very much in evidence on these occa- 
sions. I notice that the dignity of the 
drum major is not an undivided posses- 
sion. A handsome Italian boy does ef- 
fective work this time, and there arc 
others who in turn are found compe- 
tent to dispute a skilled mastery of 
noise with the irrepressible "tYenchy." 


Till supper time caretakers and chil- 


dren follow their will in lawn, wood 
and orchard. 'Tis touching to see a tot 
who lias Icnown so little of sympathy 
and love timidly place her hand in 
that of tJSe young lady she calls teacher 
and look up into her face, there assured • 
ly finding- a responsive smile and loving1 
word. In a day or two the new arrivals 
will have learned, like their predeces 
sors, that all here are friends, and will 
with confidence and without reserve 
bestow as well as receive that wealth of 
human tenderness and affection which 
social degradation cannot destroy. 


Additional to what has been said of 


the dieting of these young visitors, it 
is interesting to know that in spite of 
the temptation of good milk, preference 
has been shown for hot coffee as the 
breakfast beverage. Milk, either hot or 
cold, having been rejected in favor jf 
the fragrant berry, a weak decoction is 
served, plentifully enriched with milk 
and sugar. The stimulation of coffee 
being called for, it is given with thrf 
wholesome modification indicated. A 
variety of cereal foods is served morn- 
ings. The children don't-care for a hot' 
drink in the evening, when each one is 
given a. pint or so of milk, of which 200 
quarts a. day are consumed. At supper 
time an abundance of bread and butter, 
crackers or cakes, and berries is given 
each child.

Divine worship ID the chapel, in which 
some of the children manifest remark- 
able interest. Ooly a cynic would be di«- 
ptfeed to sneer it the fact that group* 
of children hove been seen in quiet 
nooks holding a little prayer meeting 
of their own. The Christian Endeavor 
movement is largely responsible for this 
expression of early piety, in the con- 
templation of whict it is nothing BUT- 
prising that praying and singing boys 
and girls are never so scarce among the 
inmates of the home as to necessitate 
adults conducting the evening meeting 
without help from the children. B«v 
Klopsch conducts a service on Sunday, 
when a clerical friend is apl to drop ia 
and talk to his interesting congrega- 
tion. While care is taken not t» bore 
the inmates with instruction, secular or 
religious, recreation, .not teaching, be- 
ing the leading obj*et<rf the institution, 
opportunities are improved of telling 
stories and gratifying the desire for In- 
formation. 


The day ends when each caretaker 


marches Her little flock to It* proper 
dormitory. All kneeling, o prayer is 
said simultaaeouniy. alter the younff 
woman In charge. tttny of the ohlldren 
toll asleep Immediately after getting 
Into bed, but others, sneli is the force of 
habit, remain wakeful until the same 
unseasonable liour as In the life athoma 
In the noisy city. 'Tis at such times, 
when weary, but sleepleas, that home' 
Bicknees cornea to some of the children, 
as a rule, Upon those who need the be- 
neficent influences of the homo the 
TOOBtj «6r It is found th»t children be- 
longing to well-ordered families ure in 
a condition to derive the fullPst ad- 
vantage from their stay. In almost 
every case of evening homesickness it 
is found «hat morning brings that elue 
tic freshness of spirit which forgets cora 
and enjoys the present. Bod cases of 
homesickness are rare and seldom call 
for on earlier return to New York than 
after the usual term of the visit. 


A day with the boys and girls at 


Nyack is a memory to be cherished loniy 
and lovingly. Perhaps no other city 
than New York could send an equal 
number of children representing so 
great a variety of race and nationality: 
but this element of interest is of less im- 
portance than the common responsive 
appreciation on tbe part of the littla 
ones of the familiar kindness with 
which they are treated.

Cannot Stand the Tremen- 


dons Strain* 


It is time that the truth about these 


Occidents in the anthracite mining re- 
gions should be told. Year after year 
they have been occurring with appalling 
regularity. The list of the dead and 
erippleti, the widowed and the orphaned, 
grows from month to month, while the 
public, intent upon its own pursuits, 
learns but little about it until some 
frightful accident like that which lately 
plunged the town of Pittston intot 
mourning concentrates attention upon 
i1, and then there is a universal outcry. 
It is felt instinctively that there must 
be something vvronf,- with, the condi- 
tions under which the mining of coal 
is carried on ivheoi disasters of that 
kind cam occur in a. state whicdi has 
wise laws regulating both the ventila- 
tion of mines and tlie conditions under 
which the coal its«lf can be taken out. 
But what is thcr evil and what the rem- 
edy? Common sense as well as common 
humanity prompts the discovery of the 
one and the application of the remedy. 


The law under which the present 


system of inspection is carried on lias 
worked many reforms. 
It has done 


away with many of the evils which 
operated so disasterously in the early 
days of anthracite Jniniug-. It has given 
to one of the hardest working classes ot 
labor in the state comparatively pure 
air where previously no one 
could 


breathe any but vitiated atmosphere. 
It has done even more than, this, im- 
(Mrs.) 


portamt as this achievement has been. 
Under its provisions no shaft, slope or 
other mine can be worked without 
hav- 


ing at least two avenues of exit—the 
usual entrance and the air shaft, the 
latter for use in case of disaster in 
gangways near the mouth of the mine. 
Nor do its benefactions stop ever. here. 
Inspectors authorized by law to inforce 
the law's provisions are regularly ap- 
pointed and paid to do nothing else. 
How, 
then, does it come that even after 


it is in. operation there can be such a 
disaster as that which recently horri- 
fied every resident of Pennsylvania? 


The answer to this question! has al- 


ready been hinted at in these columns. 
When a mine is opened all the ooal in the 
veins is not token out. Portions of it, 
which are called pillars, are left .stand- 
ing- to support the tremendous weight 
Df the ground above. As mining Ve*- 
comes more expensive, however, and the 
supply of coal dwindles, the owners 
fre- 


quently order the "robbing of the pil- 
]ars-_Ithat is. the removal of the'nat- 
ural supports which were originally 
left standing. They know from past 
experience that this is a dangerous pro- 
ceeding. Thousands of victims lie ^in 
premature graves as the result of its 
adoption. But. competition is fierce and 
to compete successfully^some ohain'os 
must be taken. So one by one the pillars 
come down.- until lew, if a.ny, remain 
to support the mountains of earth above. 
Hough timbers placed at irregular dis- 
tances apart are expected to xiphoid 
what in the wise provision of nature 
solid masses of coal had held in place- 
on absurd proposition upon its fcee. 
Once the mine starts to "work," as we 
have frequently seen, the number of the 
dead is to be reckoned usually by the 
number of meti employed at the time 
the crash occurs.

The average cave-in does not occur :n 
a day or anight. Nature, as if to display 
her kindness to those who have rudely 
pierced her heart, gives repeated warn- 
ings before she asserts her mastery. 
There are ominous sounds throughout 
the gangways and breasts. Tlie timbers 
creak and groan under their increasing 
weight. The rats desert the dangerous 
places before the timbers give way al- 
together. These indications of the 
strain are often perceptible for weeks 
beforehand, and then the duty of the in- 
spector is to intervene. If he perfortns 
his duty with an eye single to the pur- 
pose for which his office was created 
he will eitlier compel the owner of the 
mine to make it safe or empty it oJl 
those whose lives are imperiled. If he 
is the creature of the operators, as some 
of the inspectors are said to be, he may 
be indifferent to the condition! of the 
mines or willing that operations shall 
be carried on after they are unsale 
His reappointment depends upon his 
ability to please the owners of the 
mines, not the men whose lives he is( 
supposed to guard. There are distri-its 
in the state in which the corporation 
operating the colleries dictate the nom- 
ination of every inspector.—Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. 


Fish In Deep Water. 


A highly original observation upon 


the behavior of fish in deep water, s<, 
remarkable as to deserve special no 
tice, is attributed to a long-experi 
enced 
captain 
of 
a steam-fishing 


smack. The fishing boats belonging tc 
the southern portions of the North sea 
found in their catch lately a dispro- 
portionately small quantity of 
cod- 


fish. The captain maintained that he 
had foreseen this for eight days, be- 
cause most of the fish caught had sand 
in their stomachs. He claims to have 
observed that, just before the feh left 
the shallow water of the southern 
banks, they took sand into their stom- 
achs, and soon after fish caught in 
deeper northern waters showed the 
same peculiarity. Then, when the time 
lor migrating from the deep waters, 
comes again, the fish dispose of the 
sand. The theory has been advanced 
that the sand is taken in as ballast,' and 
is rejected when shallow water is to be 
returned to. The sand often differs 
in color and grain from .bat of the bot- 
tom where the fish are found. 
It is 


claimed that this sand may supply a 
guide for the fishermen.—N. Y.Ledger.
